Home canned fruits and vege­ 
tables which have become dis­ 
colored on the shelf are a problem 
to many housewives who wonder 
whether the y are safe to eat, acl 
cording to Loreta Allen, County 
Home Demonstration Agent. 
Canning specialists of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture say 
there are several causes for dis­ 
coloration of canned goods besides 
spoilage. 
Fruits and vegetables 
may darken at the top from air 
in the jars. 
They also may dar­ 
ken from too little or too much 
heating during canning. 
Canned 
pears, apples, and i*'aches some­ 
times take on pink or blue tints 
lrom chemical changes in their 
coloring or from too slow cooling 
after canning. 
Iron or copper in 
cooking utensils or in water may 
cause brown, black or grey colors 
in canned foods. 
Highly colored 
loods, like beets or raspberries, 
may fade when canned in plain 
tin. 
Such color changes are not 
harmful although the food may be 


less appetizing. 
If foods show any sign of spoil­ 
age along with the discoloration, 
however, it is advisable to destroy 
foods without tasting, 
.^ gns of 
spoilage are: leakage, swelling of 
jar tops 01 tins, a spurt of gas 
when the can is opened, mold at 
the 
top 
of 
jars. 
Mold 
in 
acid products is usually not harm­ 
ful although it effects the flavor 
of food_ but it may cut the acidity 
so that dangerous spoilage or­ 
ganisms can grow'. 
Any canned foods that shows 
signs of spoilage should be dis­ 
posed o£ where it cannot be eaten 
by humans or animals. 
Unfortun­ 
ate as it is to have to waste can­ 
ned food, it does not pay to take 
health chances on food that may 
be harmful. 
Canned vegetables 
especially should be suspected If 
they show the slightest sign of 
spoilage.
